and who is regretfully remembered 
in Newark, O., by reason of numer-

leged to have contracted while sec- 
retary of the Board of Trade there, 
will be tried for embezzlement

The case was set for that date to- 


day, after the prosecuting attorney

vocate, Wakefield when seen in his 
cell in the county jail, complained 
bitterly that his projects for "civic 
uplifting" were unappreciated, and 
that a "political prophet" as he as- 
serted he was, was unhonored while 
politicians of another stamp were, he 
said, the "favorites of success."

All night long tin-men, police and soldiers fought to save the f6,* 


OflO,OOO structure, which fe considered one of the finest examples of 
Gothic architecture on this continent. Thej were succesfnl in saving the 
beautiful lilmirj building; and the cast and west wings of the main 
cditice. 


Immediately after the fire started a report was spread broadcast that 


it was caused b> the explosion of an incendiary bomb. 
The fire start- 


ed in the reading room of the house of commons and several persons 
who were present at the time, including Mayor Medric Martin, of Mon- 
treal, asserted that it was. preceded by an explosion which knocked down 
.several per sons. 


The bomb theory was however, rejected today by Colonel 
Sherwood* 


commissioner of Dominion police, who insisted that the 
conflagration 


was accidental. 


The two women who lost their li\es were Madame Bray, wife of H. A* 


Kra>, ot Quebec and Madame Morin, wife of Louis Motin, of \Be

doors or fire escapes. So swift was 
the rush of the flames that many 
narrowly -escaped. 


The blaze spread 
so fast 
that 


when the Ottawa fire department ar- 
rived tha building was doomed. 


Aid wls summoned from Montre- 


al, but as a special train laden with 
fire apparatus was leaving that city 
about midnight the call was counter- 
manded. 


The tall central tower of the par- 


liament building fell at 1-30 a. m. 
today and about the same time three 
or four men were crushed beneath 
the falling roof of one of the wings. 


The parliament building included 


a central building with two wings, 
in aJl 470 feet in length, a tower 220 
feet -nigh and a library at the rear. 
Many valuarble papers, paintings and 
decorations adorned the rooms and 
corridors. 
It was errected in 1865

One of the most stubborn fights of 


the whole fire was that made to save 
the library building, which is one of 
the most beautiful on the continent 
and toe fight was successful.

"Many of our charitable workers. 


•Who, for jears had given freely of 
•their time and efforts in betterment 
"work, and who were familiar w ith 
local conditions, felt the need of a 
central organization through which 
charitable societies might co-operate 
in serving the people. 
Many cities, 


more than t\\entj in Ohio, had 
bj 


means o£ such plan introduced biiti- 
yess-hke methods in the giving 01 
relief and had become more efficient 
In the prevention of poverty 
and 


" suffering 
JThe 
successful 
exper- 
ienc' .-. these cities and the belief 


•° that similar results could be obtained 


here, led to the formation of the 
Zanesville Wtlfare Organization. 


It does not supplant the work of 
auy society, church, lodge, or other 
existing agencj, but rather acts as 
a clearing house for all the chari- 
ties of the city. It keeps pernianant 
records and details of all cases and 
thus avoids much o\ er-lappmg and 
duplication. 


The right can not be denied any 


applicant to seek aid from any or all 
of our charities, but 
unless each 


»agency receives the benefit of 
the 
others' experience, a demoralized 
state of things ensues 
With proper 


registration, there need be no over- 


"• lapping when it becomes necessary 


(as is frequertly 
the case) for a 


family to receive aid from several 
agencies, food from one, coal from 
another, etc. 


Modern or organized charity came 


upon the scene almost forty years 
ago and found the relief 
side of 


philantnropy quite generously, 
al- 


though not very efficiently attended 
to. 
But Organized Charity recog- 


nized that 
back 
of 
hunger 
and 


• •wretchedness 
and 
poverty 
were 


causes that must be understood and 
reckoned with in the solution of the 
problem. 'To know these causes and 
prevent them—to work for 
results 
that are final is the 
task 
of 
the 


trained social worker. Food and fuel 
and clothes help the surface sore, 
but it breaks out again tomorrow. 
The disease of poverty lies deep and 
it is this disease that Modern Wel- 
fare Work is trying to treat 
and 
cure. 


From these statements it may be 


understood that the Zanesville Wel- 
fare Organization is not 
primarily 


. a relief agency, although it seeks to 
meet urgent need promptly. It was 
not brought into existence merely to 


. hand out groceries 
and coal and 


clothing to those applying, but rather 
to seek and remove the causes which 
make the application necessary. The

will, by appealing to his

re- 


spect. 
This can 
be accomplished, 


not by doling out alms, but by pa- 
tience, tact, judgment and 
kindli- 


ness of trained social workers.

cepting charu>. The result of these 
efforts of the Welfare Organization 
is a coiuincing demonstration of the 
good that could be accomplished if 
the city had authority to give tem- 
porary employment on public work 
to those in distress. 
It is to be hoped that there may 


rapidly grow in our community a 
sentiment in favor of making 
the 


relief and prevention of distress a 
public duty. 
The most significant 


movement of social betterment today 
is the feeling by 
those trained in 


welfare work that public adminis- 
tration must succeed private agen- 
cies. 
Privite charity is inadequate 


because ot lack of resources 
and 


authority. The only road to progress 
is the assumption of the whole re- 
sponsibility by public agencies under 
the control of social experts.

Berlin, Feb. 4.—(Via London.)— 


German-American tension was again 
reflected on the bourse, prices de- 
clining moderately in general, but 
war stocks more sharply. The after- 
noon newspapers for the most part 
abstain from discussion of the case, 
one exception being the Lokal An- 
zeiger. 


In a column editorial, the Lokal 


Anzeiger says that a very grave sit- 
uation has

caused 
by 
the 


Washington 
government 
suddenly 


insisting that Germany declare 
the 


sinking of the Lusitania illegal and 
apparently suspending the negotia- 
tion of all other unadjusted matters 
until such a declaration is given, the 
situation therefore now looking like 
"bend or break." 


Germany, declares the newspaper, 


has shown by indisputable facts that 
she cherishes a sincere wish to live 
in peace with the 
United States. 


There has been no 
lack of words 


with a friendly ring from that side, 
it adds, but all the world now has 
"only one opinion of what American 
neutrality really means." 


It has been maintained with con- 


siderable Difficulty and things might 
go on as hitherto, in the newspaper's 
opinion if President Wilson is deter- 
mined to persist in keeping up the 
present situation of ambiguity.

"But," adds the Lokal 
Anzeiger, 


"if he expects that in the Lusitania 
question, Germany will beat 
a re- 


treat which counteract all previous 
declarations, 
that 
transcends 
the 


bounds of possibility even for the 
warmest friend of peace. 
Never can 


a German government admit that a 
submarine cammander did wrong in 
sinking in the war zone an enemy 
steamer laden to the guards with 
arms and ammunition. 
That were 


quite an intolerable notion and must 
be rejected. 


"This was also perfectly well un- 


derstood at the White House. If, in 
spite of it Secretary Lansing has put 
forth such a demand we can only 
conclude that he does not wish 
to 


reach an understanding with Ger- 
many."
